tX)NUON, Dec. 4—All informed British and American sources in 
London today characterized as a “pipe dream” a story in the London 
Daily Sketch asserting the paper Is in possession ol “sensational de­ 
tails” of an American plan to end the war by next autumn. 
(Editor's Note: The Daily Sketch, a tabloid, is one of a large 
string of British newspapers circulating throughout the British 
Isles. 
It has on frequent occasions published stories ot a highly 
sensational nature which have not appeared elsewhere in the Brit­ 
ish press.) 
The newspaper claimed that tile alleged plan was divided into four 
stages, culminating iii actual United States entry into the conflict. 
(Editor’s Note: There was no confirmation of this asserted Ameri­ 
can plan from any other source.) 
The Sketch claimed the plan was prepared by the State Depart­ 
ment in collaboration with naval, air force and military leaders in 
Washington. 
The paper said the scheme involved acquisition by the United 
States of further bases in the Atlantic and “heavy mobilization” in 
Alaska. 
It staled tin t negotiations would be carried on with Canada for a 
corridor iicrmitting unlimited transport of military material be­ 
tween Alaska and the United States. 
Furthermore, the Sketch claimed, the plan calls for more destroy­ 
ers and certain secret aerial devices to be handed over to Britain by 
the I lilted States, and for establishment of United States bases in 
the Dutch East Indies. 
All these arrangements are to lie completed by March, the Sketch 
said adding by that time United States public opinion is expected to 
be “moulded for further action.** 
After all this, the newspaper claimed, an incident “will is* cre­ 
ated” between Japan and the United States, either over the Dutch 
East Indies or C hina or both, “and the Japan***** navy will be 
stripped of all influence in the Pacific.'* 
The newspaper went oil to say that an American Expeditionary 
Force will land at Dakar, in French West Africa, and “drive Mus­ 
solini out of Africa while the* British assist in a knockout blow, at­ 
tacking from Hie Mediterranean.” 
According to the Sketch the United States air force, in collabora- 
tion with the; BAF, then would divide Germany into squares and 
proceed methodically bi obliterate it. 
“It should be emphasized,” the Sketch said, “that the (dim is only 
a plan which may or may not he (Hit into execution. 
“But much preliminary work already has been put into effect.”

County, clerk, also was renamed 
without opposition. 
Highlight of the caucus was the 
“harmony” 
speech 
of

Deddens, of Cincinnati, in wrhich 
he announced he had withdrawn 
aa a candidate for Speaker pro 
tem. 
He concluded his talk with 
a plea for “continued harmony” 
and nominated Houston. 
Harmony Prevails 
“I have been a candidate for 
speaker pro tem,” Deddens said. 
“But I decided to bury my per­ 
sonal ambitions for the sake of 
party harmony. I want to say to 
you now that the entire Hamilton 
County delegation withdrew its 
support from me solely in the 
spirit of harmony.” 
In his acceptance speech, Hous­ 
ton declared that he would work 
in the next General Assembly to 
“carry out the wishes” of Gover­ 
nor Bricker and the present Re­ 
publican state administration.

n g in e e r in g schools are g< Jig in for 
culture. 
That’s news. 
Colleges 
originally had the purpose of turning out 
cultured gentlemen. 
I heir students studi­ 
ed “the humanities”, classic languages and 
literatures, with a little cut-and-dried his­ 
tory and a moderate amount of mathema­ 
tics. That was all. 
When the great development of science 
was going on in the nineteenth century, 
engineering schools were founded whose 
object was to get away irom the old lines 
of study and to concentrate on which the 
English schools call “the modern side.” A 
man might become a graduate of one of 
those great schools without ever reading 
one fine book, hearing a beautiful concert 
or seeing an ispiring picture. 
Scientific education equipped men for 
earning in an engineering age, but it gave 
them nothing to live on in their leisure 
hours. 
The tide is turning back to the great 
books and the arts. Students are still held 
tightly to their engineering courses, but 
they are given social sciences along with 
their physics and chemistry, their electri­ 
cal and civil engineering, their bridge­ 
building and airplane design. 
They are 
encouraged to hear noble music and to see 
art and drama. 
They take courses in 
literature and their language study is not 
limited to scientific French and German.

OLD MISTAKE

already none-too-cordial relations between 
the Army and the Defense Commission. 
Greatest Army fear is a shortage in 
strategic ores such as chrome, manganese 
and tungsten, which already are below the 
two-year emergency reserves laid down by 
the Joint Munitions Board. 
The Army’s worry has been heightened 
by the war in Greece, which constituted 
our chief chrome supply, together with 
Jugoslavia and Turkey, both sitting on the 
Balkan powder keg.

be allowed to do so. 
Flabby Muscles 
Why do muscles that are not 
exercised get flabby? 
The contraction of a muscle, 
simple and frequent as such an act 
is, results in some of the mon com­ 
plicated chemical and structural 
changes that can occur in the body. 
Energy is released because oxygen 
unites with sugar, just as oxygen 
uniting with gasoline releases en­ 
ergy in your motor car. Water 
and lactic acid are formed as by­ 
products. 
Structurally some of 
the muscle ceils are broken down 
or at least temporarily diminished 
in size. The muscle ceils absorb 
from the surrounding blood plas­ 
ma food materials. \\ hen exercise 
is regular there is a constant 
change of some of the elements of 
the muscle cells. The fibrous por­ 
tions of the muscle cell become 
hardened and tough. The cells be­ 
come larger, firmer, and there is 
an increase in the number of mus­ 
cle cells. Lack of use reverses all 
these processes, resulting in a soft, 
flabby, easily tiring muscle. 


Health with One Kidney 
Can a person live with one kid­ 
ney and be healthy? 
This is a question that thou­ 
sands of people have had to an­ 
swer for themselves personally, 
and admittedly it is an anxious 
one. But it can be ansu i red affirm­ 
atively. A person with one kidney 
lives just as long as a person with 
two. A kidney must be removed 
either because of tuberculosis or 
a kidney stone which has caused 


infection and destruction. With 
modern methods of examination, 
the functional capacity of each 
kidney can be tested separately 
and it can be determined that the 
kidney that is to remain can do 
all the work of excretion for the 
whole body. The kidneys work in 
their own fashion—probably not 
more than a third of the kidney 
tissue works at any one time: then 
it rests and another third carries 
on. When one kidney is removed, 
the other enlarges to compensate. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
W. F.—“Please write a para­ 
graph on urticaria. What is the 
cause and proper diet and treat­ 
ment? It seems that with every­ 
thing I eat, my body breaks out 
in a million red welts and at times 
I am subject to dizzy spells.” 
Answer—Urticaria, or hives, is 
usually due to sensitization of the 
skin to some substance either in 
the food or with which one comes 
in contact (dress cloth, gloves). 
M ultiple sensitizations, which 
seem to be your trouble, take more 
trouble to cure than single sen­ 
sitization. It is possible, however, 
to get specially made foods at the 
grocery store which are nutritious 
but which contain no sensitizing 
substances. Chronic urticaria of 
this kind is usually due to sensi­ 
tization to some common food such 
as wheat, milk or eggs, for which 
substitutes can be foqnd. 
Ketogenic Diet: I am still get­ 
ting requests for particular in­ 
structions about Ketogenic diets 
for Epilepsy. In general it is high 
in fat and low in sugars and 
starches; that is about all that 
can be said; since an individual 
hai to eat nearly eleven hundred 
meals a year, lack of space pre­ 
vents us from prescribing for 
every one of them. But as a sample 
for one day here is a typical kct- 
ogenic diet: 
Breakfast: Tomato juice % cup; 
soy bean muffins and butter; I 
fried egg; 4 slices bacon; cof­ 
fee with cream but no sugar. 
Lunch: Broiled steak; 
kL* cup 
cooked spinach; lettuce with 
mayonnaise dressing; soy bean 
muffin with butter. 
Dinner: Cream of tomato soup; 
boiled ham; % cup cabbage; soy 
bean muffin with butter. Coffee 
with cream but no sugar. (Soy 
bean muffins are made of soy 
bean flour, washed bran, olive 
oil, baking powder, water, salt, 
beaten eggs.)

LO ST ( ’ORN EU STO N E 
Capitol building officials aren’t 
saying anything about it, but the 
cornerstone of the great structure 
is lost. 
All that is 
known definitely 
about it is that George W ashing­ 
ton laid the stone in a ceremony 
on September 18, 1793, somewhere 
under the central portico on the 
south side of the Capitol. The ex­ 
act spot is a m ystery because the 
Father of His Country had to des­ 
cend into a 
deep trench for the 
ceremony and nothing w as ever 
done to mark the place. 
N ot until IOO years later, during

the Cleveland Administration, were 
steps taken to erect a marker, and 
then hit-or-miss 
methods were 
used. 
A bronze tablet was placed 
in an alcove on the east side of the 
portico statin g that the corner­ 
stone was “ beneath” . 
Later, on 
Septem ber 17, 1932, 
the M asons laid a granite slab on 
the floor of the portico directly 
under the tablet, to commemorate 
the cornerstone laying. 
But this 
also w as a conjectural stab at the 
place where Washington actually 
stood. 
The only sure way to unravel the 
m ystery is to excavate. 
Now the 
weakened roofs of the House and 
Senate are being rebuilt, Capitol 
Architect, David Lynn is seriously 
considering a search for the lost 
cornerstone. 
A fter 
finding 
the 
stone, he wants to build a stairw ay 
to it for tourists.
